Since assuming the office of 
Cdr., I have become increasingly 
distressed at reports and rumors 
of conflicts within our camp, 
within other levels of our 
organisation and even within our 
sister organization. Disputes are 
bound to arise within any 
organization; this is and has 
always been a part of the 
democratic process. But it would 
seem to me that we can little 
afford the level of dissension 
that appears to exist. 

Thos. Jefferson once warned of 
the danger of political factions 
and how they could destroy from 
within. Washington during the 
Revolution, became so alarmed at 
t. h e n u m b e r o f s u b o r cl i n a t. e o ff icers 
fighting duels, that he made an 
urgent appeal for them to restrain 
t h & m s el ve s 1 e s s h i s a ff ice r c o r p s 
be depleted. People seeking 
roles of leadership are 
particularly vulnerable to this 
affliction. Individuals of strong 
will and determination are 
essential to our organization and 
cause. I. would like to think that 
they would, at ail times, weigh 
their personal emotions and 
actions against the greater 
purpose. After all, I do not 
think that our ancestors suffered 
4 years of terrible hardship so 
that each might wear the trappings 
of a general . 

I writ® this in the hope that 
no one will see it as a 
c o n d e m n a t i o n , b u t r a t h e r a s a 
simple appeal for unity. The time 
for ■* our cause has never been more 
c r i t i c a 1 . I a s k every p e r s o n d o 
what they can to aid in our task. 
But mar eover , t ask that we stand 
together in support of our 
C o n f e d e r a t e h e r i t a g e . We will 
need this above all if we are to 
survive against. those who would 
see every symbol of our proud past 
erased for their own petty 
political gain.
